3. There was an improvement of 11*87 per cent, in tlie amount of traffic 
registered during the past year in comparison with the amount registered in 
18?)2-93, but the figures wt?ro still 1*40 per cent, below those of 1891-92. 
Compared with the year 1892-93, there was a rse in the import as well as in 
the export trade in the cases of Nepal, Tibet and Sikkim,, but in the case of 
Bhutan the imports fell by 18*33 per cent., while the exports rose by 13*29 per 
cent. The causes of the fluctuations are explained in the following sections of 
this report 'which deal with each State separately.

The increase in the aggregate value of exports and imports, which in 
1891-92 declined 1P40 per cent, and in 1892-913, 10'80 per cent., is a satisfac¬ 
tory indication that trade is recovering. This \ aluo was 12*48 per cent, in excess 
of that of the preceding year, and *33 per cent, in excess of that of 1891-92; 
tlie improvement was almost entirely in the import trade, which rose by 22-58 
per cent, as compared with 1892-93, and by 12*26 per cent, in comparison with 
1891-92; the export trade showed an advance of 1*42 per cent, as compared 
with 1892-93, but a decline of 12*03 per cent, when compared with 1891-92. 

In the import trade the articles which chiefly contributed to the increase 
were rice (1,21,680 maunds), tobacco (56,662 maunds), paddy (51,703 maunds), 
and silver (valued at Es, 4,43,943), against a decrease of 1,46,934 maunds 
under other rain crops. Under exports there was a falling off in wool manu- 
fnetured (Es. 1,29,999,) cotton piece-goods, European TRs, 1,12,086), silk 
manufactured (Rs. 23,927), rice (15,338 maunds), and salt ^12,381 maunds), 
against an increase of Rs. 3,24,755 under silver. 

6. The usual comparative statement showing the total quantity and value 
of all the jn-incipal staples carried both ways during the past three years is 
appended. Tlie figures are exclusive of tlio registered trade with other 
Erovincos wliich passed through Jlengal.

7. Calile ,—The past year’s figures show that the trade under this head 
recovered from the decline noticed in the reports for the two previous years. 
The Purnea district imported the largest number of cattle, 10,413 head 
having boon registered there against 16,874 head in 1892-93, and 12,202 in , 
1891-92; next comos Muzaffarpur, with 7,440 head against 5,960 and 8,129 
head in the two preceding years respectively; Ohamparan follows with 6,904 
head against 6,817 in 1892-93, and 17,659 in 1891-92. The export trade is 
comparatively insignificant. 

8. Colion Piece-goods .—There was a further fall in the exports of European 
cotton niece-goods of 5 24 per cent, in comparison with 1892-93, and 1P12 • 
j>er cont. as compared with 1891-92. The decrease occurred in the despatches 
through Ohamparan and lihagalpur, the former district showing the largest 
decline, while the figures for the other districts show an' improvement. The 
value of unsaleable goods brought back to British territory was Ks. 8,827, 
against Ks. 29,587 in 1892-93 and Ks. 46,670 in 1891-92. The value of 
Indian piece-goods exported to Nepal last year showed a falling ofiE of 9*84 
per cent, and 41'69'pcr cent, as compared with the two previous years respec¬ 
tively. Purnea is tl\e principal district through which these Indian goods are 
sent to Nepal; last year it registered half the total exports. The exports of 
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European piece-goods registered at the different stations during the past three 
years are as follows:— * ’ ’ .

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maunds, or 2*87 por cent., the details of the traffic show marked flactuatious, 
fix., an 'increase of 1,21,680 maunds, or 26*42 por cent, under rice, and 61,703 
maunds, or 6*03 per cent, under paddy, while other rain crops exhibit a 
large decrease of 1,46,934 maunds, or 47*54 por cent.

15. Salt .—The improvement noticed in the report for 1892-93 received 
a check during the year under report, the total exports being 13,381 raaunds, 
or 7*44 per cent, below those of tlie previous year. While Champaran showed 
a decrease of 18,786 mauuds, Calcutta of 6,750 maunds, and Bhagalpur of 
3,539 maunds, Purnea exhibited an increase of 10,576 maunds, and Muzauarpur 
of 3,589 maunds.

10. Oilseeds .—Under thio head tho only staples in which the trade is im¬ 
portant are linsoed and mustard seed. The traffic, which is practically confined 
to imports, showed an increase of 15,899 maunds, or 10*16 per cent., under 
linseed, and a decrease of 5,282 maunds, or 2*73 per cent., under mustai'd seed 
as compared with tho trade of the previous year. By far the largest quantities 
of linsoed wer(3 imported into Muzaffarpur and Champaran, the figures for those 
districts 81,531 maunds and 44,064 maunds respectively, out of a total import 
of 1,72,413 maunds. In the case of mustard seed Purnea, with 1,05,883 maunds 
out of an aggregate supply of 1,88,6()2 maunds, heads the list of importing 
districts, and Bhagalpur and Muzafiarpur come next with 35,357 maunds 
and 23,361 maunds respectively.

18. Toharco .—This trade, which waa in a very depressed state in 1803-93, 
recovered during the past year, the increase being most apparent under imports, 
which amounted to 79,264 maunds in 1891-93, 14,662 maunds in 1892-93, and 
71 834 maunds dtiring the year under report; the exports which fell from 
42’l25 maunds in 1891-92 to 27,497 maunds in 1892-93 stood at 29,395 maunds 
last year.

32. As in previous years, no duties were levied on the frontier of the 
Purnea district by the Nepalese authorities on 
^ after they left or before they entered British 

territory. On the borders of the Darbhanga district 
an impost is le-vicd only on s(d>cy, a kind of gross for which there is a great 
demand in British territory for the manufacture of paper and the preparation 
of string. The levy of duties on the frontier of the Muzaffarpur district hra 
ceased, but certain tolls are still levied by the ferry iiccadara on goods imported 
into British territory. On the borders of the Supaul subdivision of the Bh^al- 
pur district the Nepal Government have, it is said, commenced to levy imposts. 
In the Champaran district there was nu change in the imposts levied. As regards 
tho Darjeeling district, the only change made in the past year was the dis¬ 
continuance of tho levy of duty on metals exported to Nepal. The details of 
these imposts are, as usual, embodied in the statements published in the 
appendix.

24. Though the total trade with Tibet showed a recovery of 18*90 per 
cent, as compare irith 1892-93, the figures were still 15*93 per cent, below ^ose 
of 1891-93, The slight improvement noticeable in the import trade was entirely 
due to the expansion of tihe trade in raw wool, which alone formed 84*31 per 
cent, of the total imports; the traffic in the other chief commodities show a rapid 
decline. The rise m the export trade was chiefly due to larger transactions 
in indigo, European cotton piece-goods, brass and copper, and other manufac¬ 
tured artides of merchandise.

SECTION IV.—TBADB WITH BHUTAN. 


27. As heretofore, the traffic between Bengal and Bhutan was registered 
during the past year at Baksa, Hantupara, and 
Trade between Bengal and Ambari in tho Jalpaiguri district, and at Pedang and 
*“ *“■ Laba in the Darjeeling district. From the Ist April 

to the Slst October 1893, ue., for seven mouths, the Han^apara and Ambari 
stations remained closed on account of the rains. Baksa is the most important 
station for the registration both of the import and export trade. The following 
statement shows the total value of the trade registered during the past three 
years :•*-

The decrease in 1^2*93 occurred under imports as well as exports, but during 
the past year a decline is apparent under imports onlv, the exports showing an 
improvement of 13*26 per cent, over the figures of 1892-93, owing chiefij^ to 
larger despatches of European cotton and woollen piece-goods, rice, and toWiOo: * 
the decrease in the import trade amounted to 18*33 per' cent, as compared with 
1892-93, and was due to a falling off in the supplies of raw wool, fresh firaits

The quantity imported into the Darjeeling district was 16 maunds 8 
seers less than in 1892-93, but 2 maunds 27 seers in excess of the figures of 
1891-62. Of the quantity brought into the Darjeeling district last year, 115 
maunds came through the Sukiapukri station from Walang Oheng salt gala in 
Nepal, and the rest through Penang station from Chombi in Tibet and from 
lingiam in Sikkim. The quantity mought into the Jalpaiguri district showed 
ai^increase of 4 maunds 29 seers as compared with 1892-98, and of 8 maufids 
34 seers as compared with 1891-92.
